ministration.

The purpose of the committee is to 


work out satisfactory agreements be- 
tween debtors and their creditors in 
saving mortgaged farm homes from 
foreclosure. 


The Purpose 


Mr. Hanna said: 
"Nearly four-fifths of the agricul- 


tural counties of the United States 
are now served by the county com- 
mittees, for more than 1,900 have been 
organized in 39 states. The committees 
have been appointed by the governors 
of their respective states, or by others 
designated by the governors, in re- 
sponse to the demand for an organi- 
zation to help distressed farm debtors 
and their creditors to adjust their 
differences. 
State committees have 


bf-i named to assist in the selection 
and supervision of the county com- 
mittees within the state. 


"The committees hear the cases of 


worthy farmers who are in distressed 
debt situations and suggest methods 
of handling' the case without fore- 
closure in order that good farmer? 
may retaih' their farms and homes. 
Because farm prices during the past 
few years have been abnormally low, 
many efficient farmers have been un- 
able to pay taxes, interest and prin- 
cipal installments on their mortgages, 
farm operating expenses and family 
living costs. Creditors arc often as 
badly in need of financial assistance. 
Some creditors in trying to collect the 
debts legally due (hem arc taking un- 
fair advantage of other worthy and 
deserving creditors thereby adding to 
the distress in the community, while 
they are forcing farmers into bank- 
ruptcy or other court action. The 
farmers with many debts and a heav- 
ily mortgaged farm IIHS little chance of 
paying his debt in full or promptly. 
Under such conditions, fair-minded 
committee members who may be ac- 
quainted with both debtor and cred- 
itors are able in the majority of eases 
to suggest a 
voluntary 
agreement 


which may save court action and ex- 
pense as well as permit the farmer to 
retain his farm. 


Basis of Cornpromlsp 


"The agreement reached is usually 


either a cash settlement on a scale- 
down basis or an equitable extension 
agreement. When B cash settlement 
of an excessive debt is desired, the 
committee usually suggests that the 
various creditors compose their in- 
debtedness to an amount which may 
be handled by u single farm mortgage, 
usually the amount which may be 
a single farm mortgage, usually the 
amount which may be obtained from 
the Fedora! land bank as land bank 
mid Commissioner's loans. Creditors 
who fully understand the 
situation 


arc frequently willing to scale-down 
their claims for they realize that most 
ot' them arc being repaid money with 


•A purchasing power somewhat great- 
er than the money loaned. The cred- 
itors, in turn, nrc often able to obtain 
greater than the money loaned. The 
creditors, in turn, are often able to ob- 
tain .scale-downs on the debts they 
owe when they offer cash instead of 
asking for a renewal. Local creditors 
often frankly slate that u cash settle- 
ment on a .scale-down basis is pre- 
ferred to a debt which may bo repaid 
at .some future date. Creditors are 
not asked to .scale-down debts con- 
sidered not excessive. 


"When scale-downs arc necessary, 


due consideration is given to the se- 
curity of the various creditors. Credit- 
ors holding first mortgages or chattel 
mortgages are not expected to reduce 
their debts as much as creditors whose 
claims are unsecured. Minor creditors, 
however, deserve careful considera- 
tion for .some of them have advanced 
fanners money with which to pay in- 
terest on the mortgage indebtedness. 
This indicates the necessity for handl- 
ing debt .situations individually by an 
organisation .such as the county com- 
mittees fur no two debt cases are ex- 
actly alike.

iTS enter an agreement which provides

Prof. M. L. Wilson, head of the 


Subsistence Homesteads division and 
father of the- domestic allotment plan 
which became the vital part of the 
New Deal farm plan. 


Assistant -Secretary of the Interior 


Oscar L. Chapman, secretary of the 
Public Works Board and right-hand 
man to Secretary Ickes. 


Robert D. Kohn, director of PWA's 


1100,000,000 housing division. 


Miss Josephine Roche, president of 


the Rocky Mound Fuel Co. of Colo- 
rado. 
, Dr. Wirt later met Wilson and Kohn 
through Miss Barrows .and, when he 
heard qbout subsistence, homesteads, 
decided that pet project of Mrs. Roose- 
velt's was "communistic." 
• Women, including many feminists, 
packed the hearing and 
applauded 


proudly as the three of their sex ac- 
cused by Wirt denied all and defend- 
ed themselves against Republican at- 
tacks .. .Anna Dall, Mrs. Morgenthau 
and Mrs. Tugwell were there ... Dem- 
ocratic and Republican committee 
members grinned and nudged one an- 
qther, as they fought a bald partisan 
battle, but the latter were flabber- 
gasted to hear that Wirt had come to 
Washington not knowing whom he 
would name and ha dto send Mrs. 
Wirt to Miss Barrows to get the names 
and positions of Hildegarde Kneeland, 
Mary Taylor, and Laurence Todd . . . 
Ex-Senator Jim Reed was engaged as 
Wirt's counsel by a certain manufac- 
turer, head of a $5,000,000 corporation, 
who has been fighting National Labor 
Board efforts to make the NRA col- 
lective bargaining clause apply to his 
employes . . . Reed, after the hearing, 
made the remarkable statement that 
it was "irrelevant" whether 
Wirt's 


story was "true of that dinner or some 
other dinner" . . . Representative 
Lehlbach, a minority cross-examiner, 
confided to Miss Taylor: "If the par- 
ty was as fatiguing as hearing the de- 
tail about it, I certainly want to ex- 
tend by sympathy."

Nor catt the school solve 


it. Most of our problems come down 
to the personal renponsibility of the 
individual citizen. 


"These are confusing times. I am 


reminded of the classic story of the 
group of blind men who came upon 
n elephant. One felt of the elephant's 
log and said, "This animal is like unto 
a tree.' Another felt of his ear and 
said, 'It is like a fan.' Still another 
found its tail, and said 'It is like a 
vine.' The last 
man, 
grasping its 


trunk, said, 'No, it is like a snake.' 
When all the blind men gathered to- 
gether to compare notes on what an 
elephant 166ked like, the confusion 
was as great as our confusion today 
while listening to the comments of 
fellow citizens who want 
to know 


where America is going. 


"But new conditions demand new 


remedies—and we never can go back, 
We must push forward confidently. 


"America needs today not only edu- 


cation but character, the acceptance 
of personal responsibility, not merely 
for the sake of greater personal op- 
portunity but in order to accept the 
larger, unselfish duties that 
every 


good citizen falls heir to. 


"Education, energy and character—

DILLINGER TREATED

It is estimated that 5,000 officers are 


searching for Dillinger. Reports that 
he had been seen continued to be- re- 
ceived from all parts of the country. 


Dr. Mortensen was suspended after 


admitting he had treated Dillinger and 
John Hamilton for wounds in the 
middle of March. 


The health officer's confusion as to 


whether the date was March 13, 14 or 
15 prevented authorities from determ- 
ining whether it was in the Sioux Falls 
(S. D.) Security National Bank raid 
that the desperadoes were .wounded 
or in the robbery of a Mason City 
(la,) bank, 


The wounds were in the shoulders 


and were not dangerous. They were 
cleaned and the men brought there 
by a third man, were to return to the 
health officer's office the next day. 
They never appeared. Dr. Mortensen 
failed to report the incident until 
shown pictures of Dillinger and Ham- 
ilton a few days ago. 


It was March 31 the gunner was 


wounded a second time, in the leg, as 
he and Evelyn Frechette, his sweet- 
heart, shot their way out of an apart- 
ment here when surprised by two 
federal agents and a city detective. 


After that Dillinger sought medical 


attention from Dr. Clayton E. May, 
Minnepaolis. Both 
physiciaas 
said 


they received no pay. 


Dr. Morlensen said he had planned 


to call the officers when the gangsters 
nade their agreed return visit to his 
office, which never occurred.

Gould in their flight, three thugs, 
hanging in age from 18 to 2G, were in 
tho county jail here Thursday night 
and more than §800 of the $951 taken 
in the robbery had been recovered. 


The three are 
William Cnntrell, 


aged 18, Harland, Ky. 


J. O. HiHibrand, 24, Little Rock. 
Thomas T. Richmond, 20, Conway. 
They 
were arrested near Tamo, 


about 15 miles southeast of here, by 
Deputy 
Sheriffs John 
Elliott and 


Charlie Kirk and Lon J. Pugh, Tamo 
merchant, early Thursday night. 


They offered no resistance but sub- 


mitted meekly to arrest when officers 
suddenly drove up on them while they 
walked along a country road. 
The 


guns used in the robbery, a small 
caliber automatic and a large single 
action revolver, were in their pockets, 
along with the money, which was 


wrapped in handkerchiefs. 


The wounded officer, A. L. Butcher, 


night marshal at Gould .who was shot 
by the robbers ns they sfted through 
that town, was in n Dumns hospital 
Thursday night. He was shot in the 
fhouldcr us he and Willie Joe Bourne, 
Gould filling station operntor, opened 
fire on the robbers. His wound was 
believed not to be serious. 


Several Shots were fired at (he rob- 


bers' car by Dumas citizens as it left 
town. Tho Rev. Clarence Crowe, Bap- 
tist minister, discovered the robbery 
and gave 1he alarm. 


With Hiltibrarid wisecracking about 


the robbery, and his companions sow- 
ing no remorse, they talked readily 
about the hold-up at the jail here. 
They wanted to use the telephone to 
.send a telegram, to road a newspaper, 
and have something to eat. 


Having wrecked their car—driven 


by the youngest of the bunch, Can- 
trcll—they hnrl spent about 10 hours 
afoot, 
plowing through 
the 
thick 


woods of that section. Richmond and 
Hiltibrand suffered most. Their cloth- 
ing was torn in many places. Can- 
trell's well-cut suit was only slightly 
damaged, but his tie and collar were 
dirty. 


The youths' story correspond close- 


ly lo that told by bank officials and 
other witnesses of the robbery. They 
joked about the Baptist minister who 
gave warning. 


"That joint is good for $15,000 when 


it's right," Hiltirand said, "but that 
old guy started yelling and I couldn't 
chase him clown the street, so we 
beat it." 


License Authority 


May Be Increased 


Senate Committee Favors 


New Powers for Sec- 


retary Wallace 


WASHINGTON.— (IP) -Strengthen- 


ing of the power of Secretary Wallace 
to license producers and handlers of 
f a r m 
commodities 
was approved 


Thursday by the senate agricultura 
committtec at a surprise 
executive 


session. 


Chairman Smith. Democrat, South 


Carolina, said Wallace requested the 
hearing be closed, although an open 
discussion of the changes in the farm 
act had been expected. 


Committee members said apparently 


the secretary sought to save time and 
that the proposed amendments ap- 
proved Thursday would be thorough- 
ly reviewed on the senate floor. 


Smith said the committee was un- 


animous in approving a favorable re- 
port. Although only 10 of the 19 
members were present. 


The action came at a time when the 


National Recovery Administration ap- 
parently had decided to let lap.se its 
power to license industry. 


Through licensing, the secretary of 


agriculture may bind handlers and 
distributors of farm prodxicts to ob- 
SerVe marketing 
agreements. Only 


minorities have been licensed thus 
far, the pacts first being accepted by 
the majority concerned. 


In explaining the amendments, Wal- 


lace said they "represent no change 
in the policies of tho Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration." 


Most of the changes relate to tech- 


nicalities but among the important 
addditions and clarifications to the 
present act are : 


'To make clear the power of the 


Farm Administration to provide in 
benefit contracts with farmers limita- 
tions or reductions in the production 
of non-basic commodities. 


Basic commodities are those named 


in the Farm Act. There were seven 
originally—wheat, corn, hogs, cotton, 
rice, tobacco and dairy products. Sev- 
eral others have been added at this 
session. 


Wallace said this power was needed 


to prevent "a dislocation of the com- 
petitive situation in non-basic com- 
modities resulting from the reduction 
in acreage or production of basic com- 
modities under benefit contracts."

The kidnapers of the girl suddenly 
reduced their ransom demand from 
$15,000 to $10,000.

Bernabe Robles. a cattle baron since 
Spanish land grant days. 


A second ransom note, in which the 


abductors said they would accept $10,-

read: 


"Child safe. We're willing to reduce 


ransom of $10,000. If you act quick- 
ly, child will be returned safely as 
per instructions.

The first note was 
delivered to the girl's father, Fer- 
narido Robles, operator of an electric 
store, about two hours after June van- 
ished.
